tide.’ Clause 3 of this law, however, 
adie that the side in possession of thr 
rink for the time being "must 
not be disturbed or annoyed 
by their opponent.”

‘some indication a8 to what his own 
“may accomplish, Law VI. ia explicit 
io its instruction that when notin the 
act of playing or directing other 
players . everyone must stan 
behind the jack or behind the mat. 
This should prevent men from hover- 
ing halfway down the rink and getting 
in the eye of the player who is just 
about to take his shot. Still, there ia 
nothing in the Jawa ae yet to prevent 
@ man from foliowing up lis bowls, 

In the crown green game. the 
player is not allowed to approach 
within a certain distance of them. 
In tho South of Engliud certain 
northern-trained playera can get ever
